EW YORK, Feb. 27.—Thirteen passenger car manufac- 
turers, whose stocks are listed on either the New York 
Stock Exchange or Curb Market, paid out $254,259,887 in 
eash dividends in 1928 and stock dividends to the value of | 
approximately $6,000,000, according to figures compiled by 


Automotive Daily News. 
This amount does not include pay- 
ments by the Ford Company or any 
other closely held company whose 
dividends are not made public. Com- 
panies included are Auburn, Chrys- 
ler, Franklin, General Motors, 
Graham-Paige, Hudson, Hupp, Mar- 


mon, Nash, Packard, Reo, Stude- 
baker and Willys-Overland. 
The largest dividend payer 


among the passenger car makers 
of course, General Motors, 
the amount of disbursements for 
this company being more than 
two-thirds of the total paid by this 
group, or $174,705,910, all in cash. 
Chrysler paid $18,000,000, Hudson, 
$10,000,000 and Nash and Packard 
around $16,000,000 each. 

Auburn and Hupp paid stock divi- 
dends, Auburn paying 2 per cent. per 
quarter for four quarters and Hupp 
244 per cent. per quarter for three 
quarters. The market value of 
stock thus paid out by Auburn was 
approximately $1,500,000 at the close 
of 1928 and is nearly 50 per cent.

“There are two hands reaching

“That which contributes most, in 
larger towns nd cities, to increase 
traffic congestion, is the indiscrim- 
inate parking of vehicles. It is not 
fair, in my opinion, for motorists to 
use the highways as_ terminals. 
Streets were made primarily for the 
use of moving cars, and to block the 
Steady flow by parking is working 
against that primary _— principle. 
Every merchant and employee using 
his automobile to drive to and from 
his occupation, parking his car in 
front of his place of business every | 
day, feels that this is his privilege. 
If he could only be brought to re-| 
alize such procedure means actual 
loss of business for him, due to his 
making his place of business more 
or less inaccessible, I am sure that 
the problem would solve itself.” 

Mr. Canning then referred to the 
second of “the two hands,” pointing 
out that last year more than 120,000 
people were killed because of motor 
vehicles and more than 600,000 were 
injured.

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EHIND the tremendous development of*motor bus trans- | 

portation there lies a fundamental condition that is 
sometimes overlooked. The reason why more people travel 
in motor buses than in railway trains is that the motor bus 
comes to their doors and the railed carrier does not. People 
live along roads, which the motor bus uses as its right of 
way. People, or rather the vast majority of them, do not 
live along the railroads. 

Speaking at a recent meeting of the Dublin (Ireland) 
Rotary Club, Major J. H. deW. Waller, director of the Irish 
Monibus Company, brought out this fact in an illuminating 
way. “In the case of the railways,” said Major Waller, “they 
must admit that they, in common with every other industry, 
must cull and write off from their business all that is out 
of date. Having faith in their own system, they must cease 
to expect reward for doing what they are not in a position 
to do well. They must give up jealously endeavoring to 
compete for certain short distance traffic, thereby enabling | 
their superfluous stations to be closed, and by a _ whole- 
hearted co-operation with road transport, they must link 
up their magnificent system with the very doors of the| 
houses. | 

“By means of road transport the railways can get in| 
touch with the home, and the undeniable benefits which rail | 
transport offers can be brought home to the people. It is| 
no good trying to avoid the fundamental fact that people live | 
along roads and not along railways. The railways are utter- 
ing piteous complaints about the unfairness of competition, 
and in their mightiness seemingly refuse to admit that they | 
have anything to learn.” 

Apparently railways are the same all over the world. 

In our own fair land many railways are giving more time 

to trying to obstruct the inevitable development of high- 

| way transport than they are to figuring how they can turn 

this new traffic medium to their own advantage. The 

motor bus can compete with the railway only to a very 

limited extent, but it can act as a major means of feeding 

| the railed lines. The railroad company which recognizes 

| this and uses the motor bus wherever practical is going

insurance is a real burden. Remove it and the dealers would 
cease their complaining about the difficulty of getting rid 
of used cars in the lower-priced ranges.

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LIKLY LUGGAGE, INC. 
ITH the reorganization virtually complete, new financ- 
ing successfully launched, operations under way in 
/the new plant and fresh advertising and merchandising ideas 
materializing, Likly Luggage, Inc., is apparently firmly set 
for a new era of progress and prosperity. 

The automotive side of the company's activities becoming more 
and more important and the management expects to do a $1,000,000 busi- 
ness in automobile trunks this year. And this expectation is an impor- 
tant basis for the company’s confidence that it will experience one of 
the best years in its history. The use of a new wood in the manufacture 
of automobile trunks is reported to be meeting with great success. 

Likly Luggage, Inc., was organized in May, 1928, under the laws 
of Delaware, to acquire the assets of Henry Likly & Co., a business 
which had been operating at Rochester, N. Y., since 1844. The new 
company has recently put on the market 75,000 shares of common stcok 
of no par value. This issue was placed through Bennett, Converse & 
Schwab, Inc., of New York, and the price is governed by sales on the 
over-the-counter market in New York. The current price is around 
$20. The authorized capitalization is 200,000 shares of common stock. 
The company will have no funded debt or preferred stock. 

The company’s plant was moved from Rochester. N. Y., to Pitch- 
burg, Mass., in the fall of 1928, the management having been convinced 
that New England offered more favorable conditions for the manufac- 
ture of leather goods than did Rochester. It was found on investigation 
that more than 95 per cent. of the locks, rivets, nails and other hardware 
used on luggage are made in New England, and that at least 80 per cent. 
of the bag and suitcase frames are put together there. Numerous other 
favorable factors were found. The new plant is larger and more 
modern than the former one. 

The new plant has about 450,000 square feet of floor space. is owned 
in fee and has been appraised by Ford, Bacon & Davis at $1,190,000. All 
space is utilized and many economies in production costs are being 
effected. The equipment is valued at $170,000 and all of it is reported 
to be in good working order. 

A large increase in earnings over those of Henry Likly & Co. is 
expected by the new company. Facilities of the new plant make pos- 
sible an output of $3,000,000 annually, compared with the $1,000,000 aver- 
age maintained by the old firm. The management estimates a manu- 
facturing profit of 20 per cent. per year on the volume of business an- 
ticipated. Full net profits will be available for dividends. 

The old company had an excellent dividend record, dividends having 
been regularly paid, with frequent extras. 

Perhaps the greatest factor in the anticipated increased earnings 
will be the chain retail store plan which is being developed. A number 
of years ago William C. Likly and John A. Williams, another member 
of the firm, tested the retail chain idea in the luggage field. Stores 
were set up in Syracuse, N. Y.; Springfield, Mass., and other cities, 
and they proved successful. The new corporation now proposes to 
establish Likly stores in certain key centers and franchise the name in 
smaller centers. 


Mr. Williams is vice-president and general manager of Likly Luggage, 
Inc. He has been with the company since he was a boy and his father 
was with the Liklys for more than fifty years. He is in persona] charge 
of operations.

Co-ordinated Road Plan Advocated 
By U. S. Commerce Chamber in Poll 


Washington, Feb. 27.—Proposals 
for promotion of co-ordinated 
highway planning and administra- 
tion in the various states were 
advocated by the United States 
Chamber of Commerce today as 
the result of a referendum vote 
taken among its 1,600 member or- 
ganizations. 

The vote was on recommendations 
of a special committee which made 
a study of the entire field of high- 
way policy Foremost among the 
members of the committee are Fred- 


erick J. Haynes of Detroit, presi- 
dent of Durant Motors, Inc., acting 
as chairman, and A. J. Brosseau of 
New York, president of Mack 
Trucks, Inc. 


As advanced by the committee, the 
propecsitions approved by the cham- 
ber follow: 

State legislatures should give the 
highway departments Or commis- 
sions wide authority, within finan- 
cial limitations properly fixed in 
relation to the whole financial pro- 


eram of the state, to develop high- 
way programs on sound social and 
economic grounds 

State highway departments or 
‘“ommissions should have advisory 
relationship or actual technical and 
administrative supervision over road 
programs of smaller political units 
outside of municipalities 

In states where the state highway 


system does not include all of the 
improved roads, smaller political 
units umable to afford adequate 


technical organization for their road 
work should be joined together into 
suitable larger highway units. 

The responsible authorities should 


establish definite plans for local 
road work. 

Co-ordinated planning of the 
highway systems of metropolitan 
areas, including connections with 
surrounding territory. 

Programs for construction and 


maintenance of highways of general 
motor use should be financed as far 
as possible by highway users.
